lin people than to see another great 
deep gap of bu rned bu ildings creat­ 
ed in ou r bu siness section. 
Hamlin 
looks 
v ery 
mu ch, 
on 
Thu rsday morning, like some hellish 
enemy had bombed the town du r­ 
ing the darkness. In fact, the alarm 
was sou nded abou t 
2:20 
A. 
M. 
Thu rsday morning and when 
one 
hou r had passed there were fou r 
bu ildings completely consu med and 
One other badly damaged. On top 
of this two places of bu siness su ffer­ 
ed fi •om ex plosion of what is known 
as a back-wash of smoke and gasses. 
These are the Western Au to Su pply 
Store and the Ev ans Cafe, both of 
which were 
damaged 
by 
water, 
smoke and the ex plosion. 
The fire was discov ered in 
the 
Terrell Grocery , one of 
Hamlin’s 
largest stocks of grocery goods and 
meats. First comers on the street 
after the alarm, say the fire seemed 
to be on the wall abou t the center 
of the store, near the Terrell mar­ 
ket. This bu ilding was owned 
by 
Ira Clements and was formerly the 
J. B. Adkins grocery location. Ju st 
sou th of this is the Imperial Barber 
Shop, and north of it was an empty 
bu ilding (the front part) known as 
the Chandler bu ilding, which wid­ 
ened ou t to aibou t 6 0 feet gack to­ 
wards the alley . In the rear 
part 
of the Chandler bu ilding a large 
room w’as u sed by the Relief 
or 
WPA Sewing Room. On the corner 
is the Walker bu ilding, two story 
and one of Hamlin’s first banking 
stru ctu res, now 
occu pied 
as 
the 
I City Hall. 
Abov e the City Hall are the of­ 
fices of Dr. Joe McCrary , dentist, 
and the offices and liv ing qu arters of 
his father, Dr. L. P. McCrary . 
All 
bu ildings listed are a complete loss 
ex cept the Walker Bu ilding, which 
on the second floor is greatly dam­ 
aged. Dr. L. P. McCrary lost 
all 
his 
equ ipment, 
and 
hou se 
hold 
goods, ex cept in one room. Dr. Joe 
llost* heav ily in his reception 
room 
bu t not so mu ch in his dental room 
ex cept from smoke and water. 
All mov able materials were taken 
from the City Hall room with bu t 
<®mall damage. Damage to the room 
Was from water. 
In 
the 
Sewing 
Room were a large amou nt of cloth, 
many finished garments, chairs and 
Other equ ipment, 
inclu ding 
abou t 
twelv e good sewing machines. Prac­ 
tically all of this was lost. 
All contents of the barber shop 
were lost, and the same is tru e of 
the Terrell grocery stock and fix ­ 
tu res. 


They did a big job in the face of a 
consu ming battle. They fou ght hard 
and long withou t looking back. 
In 
many moments they faced danger 
too great for the gain. 
Information thou ght to be reli­ 
able, is that possibly all of the bu rn­ 
ed bu ildings will be replaced, 
more 
su bstantial and modern, probably ex ­ 
cepting the Chandler Estate bu ild­ 
ing. Howev er it is an ideal location 
and no dou bt will also be replaced. 
Mr. Terrell is anx iou s to resu me his 
location and the Imperial 
Barber 
Shop bu ilding, owned by John 
C. 
Tu rner will be reconstru cted.

Joe will keep pu lling teeth at 
his 
home-office. 
J. B. Eakin, City Secretary , and 
all the city force, 
inclu ding 
the 
May or, will clean u p and repaint and 
rev arnish the administration rooms 
and machinery and continu e check­ 
ing u p water, sewer and tax es. 
The women who hav e done su ch 
a good job in the sewing room are 
now withou t jobs and 
hence 
will 
likely u ndergo more hardships than 
any body .

STAMFORD FIRE BOYS 
RESPONDED TO CALL 


There are sev eral good 
reasons 
why a bu siness-block 
fire 
spreads 
and does so mu ch damage. First in 
the older stru ctu res, some 
were 
bu ilt with only 2x 6 lath and plaster 
partitions between them. This is no 
check to a hot blaze, so the 
fire 
goes from one to the 
other 
and 
hardly any thing can stop 
it. 
The 
roofs are u su ally of a flex ible com­ 
position wliich cu rv es downward to 
shed off the water that might fall 
on them; the ceilings in most of the 
bu ildings are of figu red sheet iron, 
I which cu rl downward towards 
the 
water from the hose, and bu t little 
water gets to the fire. Another rea­ 
son for the spread in the fight, is 
that firemen shou ld hav e gas masks 
to work in dense smoke, and Hamlin 
v olu nteer firemen do not hav e that 
equ ipment and they are also short 
of hose lines that will stand 
high 
pressu re. 
As the fire spread north towards 
the Walker-City Hall bu ilding, 
it 
was seen that more help was needed 
and a call was sou nded to Stamford. 
They arriv ed ju st in time to stop the 
fire after it was well u nderway in 
the Dr. L. P. McCrary offices. With 
gas masks and light 
weight 
hose, 
they entered the window’s and tra­ 
v ersed the halls and rooms and soon 
had the main part of the bu ilding 
sav ed. For their serv ices to Hamlin, 
the Herald will say for all of 
u s 
that the Stamford boy s were highly 
appreciated.
